The console or kaydesk of the or- 
gan represents the control board 
from which the organist may draw at 
will from his treasure of tonal ye- 
sources. This is composed of three 
manuais and pedals, the pedals pro- 
viding the means of playing the parts

There are thousands of miles of 
wire made use of in the electrical 
systems of the great instrument and 
the metal parts are male from silver, 
phosphor bronze, copper, tin, brass, 
steel, zinc and lead. All of the elee- 
trical contacts are of pure silver, i¢ 
having been found that this metal js 
the. best to withstand the arcing of 
the current ag the contact jis made 
or broken.

Classification of Teas 
Teas are classed as green and black, 
to color, flavor and 
preparation, The leaves for green 
tea are heated or roasted slightly in 
shallow pans over a wood fire almost 
as soon gathered, after which they 
are rolled with the hands upon a ta- 
ble to decrease the moisture and to 
twist them.

The Pilgrim colony for fifty years at 
least did not restrict the votes to 
church members, as the Puritans did. 

Perhaps this difference between Pil- 
grims and Puritans seems infinitesimal] 
to Philadelphians, but it is rather im 
portant in New England.
